Claims 1-22 are allowable over the prior art of record. 
The following is the examiner's statement for the reasons of allowance: 
Claims 1-22 are allowable over the prior art of record because the cited references fails to 
disclose singly, particularly, or in combination, the subject matter for the emergency dual 
mode transmitter for simultaneously broadcast emergency equal spaced band of plurality 
signals, having variable multi-signal generator for selectively adjusting center frequency to 
cause plurality of signals to cover differing portions of the selected frequency band, having a 
mixer for receiving output signals of both first and second signal generators, and the 
providing a corresponding sum of sine wave signals each corresponding to one of the set of 
carrier frequencies. The closest prior art from Argo-'978 does not teach the above claimed 
features. Argo-'978 teaches the generating of FM and AM comb frequencies which does not 
having the tunable center frequency due to the output low pass filters for AM/FM, and Argo's 
FM/AM signals are generated on different carriers for different antennas, which is different 
from the claimed features of modulating AM/FM base band signals onto the same carrier. 
The claimed features are allowable as shown in the independent claims, and the dependent 
claims are also allowable due to their dependency upon the independent claims, 
[claims 1, 13, 17] 

a multi-signal generator for simultaneously providing a plurality of signals within a selected 
frequency band and; 

having a center frequency and relative frequency spacing of said simultaneous plurality of 
signals; 

wherein center frequency is selectively adjusted to cause said plurality of signals to cover a 
corresponding selected portion of the selected frequency band; 

a modulator connected to said multi-signal generator for selectively and simultaneously 
modulating said plurality of signals; and

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a control unit for selectively controlling said multi-signal generator center frequency. 

a mixer receiving the output signals of said first and second signal generators, and providing 
output signal; 

providing a corresponding sum of sine wave signals each corresponding to one of the set of 
carrier frequencies. 

Considerations has been made to the following relevant prior arts: 

Argo-'978 [Argo discloses the emergency broadcast of signals using separate comb line 
generators for generating separate AM/FM fixed frequency band signals]; 

Maxwell-921 [Maxwell teaches the direct digital synthesizer DDS 1 12 for generating 
frequencies having selected center frequency]; 

Katznelson-'lOO [Katznelson teaches the variable phase comb generator which provides a 
periodic waveform containing harmonics of the fundamental frequency]; 
Scholsser-'194 [Scholsser teaches the calculation of the variance of amplitude and variance of 
phase using weighting factor]; 

Hunsinger-'396 [Hunsinger teaches the modulating signal corresponding to the sum of sine 
wave signals]; 

The prior arts are not disclosing the claimed features, singly, or in combinations, as shown 
above-
